Cooked or Raw Food for Swine. 


{t may possibly be remembered by some of 
our readers that in our last volume reference 
was once or twice made to the experiments in 
the feeding of pigs with cooked and raw food, 
which had been carried on at the State College 
at Orono, under the direction of the Farm Su- 
perintendent. The results of these experi- 
ments was that the increase in the live weight 
produced by feeding raw meal twelve weeks, 
was to the increase in live weight obtained by 
feeding a like amount of cooked meal in the 
same time as 100 to 82. Many believed the re- 
sults to be erroneous, and that some obscure 
cause must have had influence in the experi- 
ment,,so positive was it against the weight of 
evidence generally relied upon as correct. 

The same experiment has been continued 
during five months of the summer and autumn 
of last year, the results of which have just 
been published in the report of Mr. Superin- 
tendent Farrington, and it confirms in a most 
emphatic manner the results before arrived at. 
A general statement of the same will possess 
interest. 

Three White Chester pigs each from a dif- 
ferent litter and unlike in age or weight were 
selected and placed in different pens June 30th. 
The pigs were fed three times‘each day. For 
the first four weeks, only meal, cooked or raw, 
mixed with water was given them; during the 
remaining weeks about two quarts of milk and 
water from the swill tub was fed to each pig 
with the milk given. Neither the value of the 
swill fed, nor the cost of cooking enter into 
the experiment. One pig having in twelve 
weeks increased in weight but 15 lbs., and ap- 
pearing in poor health and condition, was 
dropped out of the experimont. The pigs were 
fed one week on cooked and one on raw meal. 
The pigs were fed carefully fora period of 
twenty-two weeks, and with the feed given 
were weighed every week. The results are 
carefully tabulated in the report before us of 
which we can give but the general results. 








‘Each pound of live weight produced by feed- 


ing raw meal to pig No. 1 (twelve weeks) , cost 
11.7 ets., to No. 2 it cost 5.5 cts. and to No. 
3 it cost 5.0 cts. Each pound of live weight 
produced by feeding cooked meal to No 1 (pe- 
riod of twelve weeks) cost 25.6 cts., to No. 2, 
6.1 ots. and to No. 3, 5.4 cts. The average cost 
per pound of live weight produced by feeding 
raw meal was 54 cts., and by feeding cooked 
meal 6 cts. The average cost per pound of in- 
crease in live weight obtained by feeding raw 
meal, was to the average cost per pound ob- 
tained by feeding cooked meal as 100 to 109. 

* Now here isa sort of ‘‘side-show” to the 
above experiment, which is not without inter- 
est. In his report Mr. Farrington says: ‘‘A 
pig from the same litter with No. 3 and rated 
below as No. 4, was fed wholly from the swill 
tub during the twenty-two weeks of the expe- 
riment, the feed consisting mainly of sour 
skimmed milk.’’ The day after the close of 
the experiment Nos. 2,3 and 4 were slaugh- 
tered, and their several weights live and dressed 
were as follows :

Farmers in the Legislature. 

The proceedings in the House of Represen- 
tatives on Thursday of last week, on the bill 
for the better protection of sheep husbandry, 
were of a character, which, to put it in the 
mildest form possible, can but be regarded by 
every honest citizen asa direct insult to the 
agricultural committee, to the Legislature—of 
which more than two-thirds are farmers and 
mechanics—and to every farmer in the State. 
A bill that had received the due consideration 
of the committee on Agriculture had passed 
the Senate by a large majority, and was worthy 
of respect at least from the lower branch—was 
by them treated with ridicule and contempt for 
the greater part of the forenoon. The lawyers 
and politicians in turn had their jocose amend- 
ments ready, and offered them with that order 
and precision which betrayed previous concert of 
action—and for more than an hour the speaker 
gave countenance to this kind of thing—when 
in the Senate the President promptly ruled out 
One attempted amendment of this nature, as 
out of order—until the farmers roused to in- 
dignation by the farce, took the matter into 
their own hands and put a stop to it. _When 
their force and power were felt, every lawyer 
and politician in the house was on his knees 
before the farmers: ‘‘Oh, they didn’t mean 
anything,” ‘Can I do anything for you sir?” 
In the evening of Friday an indignation meet- 
ing was held, which was very fully attended not 
only by farmers, but by the leading men in both 
branches, and it cannot be regarded as other 
than an encouraging sign that the organization 
and anited sction of these men was so com- 
pletely unanimous and carried so mach force 
and weight with it. Politicians and lawyers 
ought to understand that farmers who com pose 
more than three-fourths of the voters of the 
State, and who pay more than three-fifths of 
all the taxea, are entitled to respect, and a le. 
gitimate measure for legislation in their inter- 
est, entitled to fair and manly consideration, 
When these are denied, it is time for farmers to 
take matters into their own hands. ‘Strike 
bat hear.”

Board of Agriculture.

Ssconp Day—Forenoon. 
Exhibition of Butter and Cheese. 

The members assembled at 9 o’clock A. M. 
and by consent the morning hour was devoted 
to the examination of se specimens of butter 
and cheese which the President had brought for 
trial and exhibition. There were three speci- 
mens of winter made butter, from dairies in 
Androscoggin county, and three specimens of 
domestic and one of factory made cheese. The 
specimens were looked at, tasted and talked 
about for nearly an hour, the greatest interest 
centering in the butter. The result was as fol- 
lows: Short-horn butter received five votes; 
Jersey butter three votes, and one imen of 
Jersey butter did not receive a single vote. 
Two specimens were uncolored and one was 
colored with carrot juice, and the unanimous 
opinion of those who exaniined the specimens 
was that colored butter cannot be detected by 
the eye or taste—the latter being greatly in- 
fluenced by the former. Mr. Lewis decided 
that the specimen of factory made cheese— 
from the North Jay factory—was equal to the 
best New York factory made, in texture and all 
desirable qualities. 

Paper on Irrigation, 
At the opening of the public session, Mr. 
Doe of York in the Chair, D. M. Dunham, 
Esq., of Bangor, presented a paper on Irriga- 
tion, its advantages and its adaptability to 
Maine. 

Mr. Dunham commenced by saying there 
was no agricultural question of more impor- 
tance than the improvement of the soil and 
guarding against drouths by means of irriga- 
tion. As New England becomes stripped of 
its forests, the atmesphere becomes dryer, the 
streams are reduced in size until many that 
were once valuable as mill privileges, are en- 
tirely dry by the middle of June, and the ques- 
tion is everywhere being asked, what shail we 
do to escape the scorching drouths which have 
become such a scourge to the farmers. He be- 
lieved we had even in Maine got to resert to 








irrigation in order to overcome the injury = 


caused by severe drouths. Many have argued 
that although beneficial, it is too expensive to 
be put into successful practice in Maine. But 
it has been said that in Egypt a mule, witha 
very primitive sort of pump will elevate water 
enough from a river to sufficiently irrigate 
from thirty to fifty acres—the crops upon 
which will be enormous. And why may not 
this plan with the appliances of our Yankee 
ingenuity, be put into operation in Maine, and 
our mules put to good use? Jn California the 
melting snows of the Sierra Nevada were 
conducted in canals to aid the operations of 
the miner—and these are now being turned in- 
to the more legitimate and permanent channels 
of agriculture, and the ditch and flume will 
find a richer place in the vineyards and fields 
of her prolific valleys. The water congealed 
in the mountains will be trained to effMich the 
husbandman more than it has ever enriched 
the miner. An instance of irrigated lands 
near Stockton wss mentioned, where the appli- 
cation of water to grass land paid the proprie- 
tors, in one season, the enormous protit of 
more than forty times the cost of opening the 
canal 


fn 1872 the fall of rain in this State was 
only five inches more than in 1871 and yet the 
crops were nearly doubled, as all are aware. 
When this is mentioned as an argument in fa- 
vor of irrigating, it has been met by the reply 
that only rain-water was food for plants, and 
that water from springs or brooks would have 
a very different cif ct. But Dr. Woodward of 
England tells us that a plant of common spear- 
ment increased 17 graius in weight in seventy-" 
seven days, and yet it had no uther food than 
pure rain-water, but it was found to increase 
more in weight ina given time when it had 
spring-water instead of rain-water. 

The paper next took up the histery of irri- 
gation in the old countries, and among modern 
as well as ancient nations. The ine in 
British India induced the government to cen- 
struct a system of irrigating canals by means 
of which the water trom the Granges was tak- 
en up and distributed over the country, at the 
rate of 8000 cubic feet per second. The cost 
of performing this work was 1,500,000 pounds 
sterling, and the pecuniary returns after de- 
ducting expenses, yield a net revenue from the 
investment of 234 per cent. per annum. In 
oriental countries, in China and Japan, the art 
of irrigation has been brought to great perfec- 
tion. In ltaly it has reached the dignity of a 
science, and at Turin there isa university 
where hydraulic engineering is made a special- 
ty, and in the vicinity of which is an extensive 
system of irrigation which gives ample op- 
portunity for practical education. The mod- 
ern Italians have devoted their energies to the 
irrigation of arable Jands, and have by far the 
most pertect system of irrigation in Europe, 
and in those sections througa which their great 
canals pass, the country is one of the richest 
and most densely populated which the world 
has ever seen. The greatest success which has 
attended irrigation in this country is in the 
territory of Utah, which by this means has 
literally been made to ‘blossom as the rose.” 
The value of the agricultural productions of 
Utah, by the system of irrigation was estimat- 
ed at $4,500,000 for the year 1866. 

In proof of the statement that water consti- 
tutes a large portion of the food of plants, the 
speaker gave details of several experiments 
that have been made to determine this point. 
Humboldt planted a willow tree in a pet con- 
taining 1000 lbs. of earth, and this was wa- 
tered with pure rain-water, the vessel being so 
covered as to exclude all solid matter. At the 
end of five years, the was taken out, 
when it was found it increased in weight 
119 tbs., though the earth had lost but two 
ounces of its original weight. A quantity of 
earth proper for vegetation was dried in an ov- 
en, and after being carefully weighed, the seed 
of a gourd was planted in it. It was watered 
with pure rain-water and produced a gourd 
weighing 14 lbs., thoagh the earth had suffer- 
ed no practical loss. Mr. Dunham stated 
that one of the members of one of the Penob- 
seot Farmers’ Clubs, had turned the water 
from a spring upon a field that cat but half a 
ton of hay to the acre, and in one season it in- 
creased it to 14 tons per acre. He believed 
that at no distant day, irrigation would be 
largely practiced by the farmers of Maine— 
and he thought the State College at Orono 
should institute iments in irrigation for 
the benefit of the farmers at large.

AFTERNOON. 
The Science of Cattle Feeding. 

In the afterroon, Prof. W. O. Atwater of 
Wesleyan University, Middletown, Conn., de- 
livered a lecture on the ‘‘Science of Cattle 
Feeding,”’ which consisted we of a resume

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Straw is largely used in Germany to sop up 
the water within the cow, caused by eating so 
much fresh cut hay; in fact the poor creature 
is almost drowned. He related an instance in 
his own experience to illustrate this. His cows 
bad for a long time been fed on fodder corn, 
and he found they would struggle and strain 
a‘ter a single lock of hay. They wanted it to 
**sop up’’ the water, for he proved by a oa 
trial that in every hundred pounds of fodder 
corn which they ate, 92 poundsof it was wa- 
ter. The real fact is that there is but little 
value to the corn fodder grown onan acre after 
the water is expelled. From the twenty tons 
grown, there is certainly not more than 34 
tons which is of value as fcod; but dried corn 
fodder is not a bad feed for cows. “Early cut

most satisfactory results. It was very plain 
that an ox doing no work required less f 

than when at work, and if he was to be fatten- 
ed to the greatest profit, he demanded more 
food than when at work. The same was true 
of a cow giving milk and of one not giving 
milk—there was a food of subsistance and a 
food of accumulation; and the points to under- 
stand were the most appropriate feed for dif- 
ferent kinds of animals, the value of the feed, 
and the means of converting it into a sub- 
stance from which the most profit could be se- 
cured. The speaker then entered quite mi- 
nutely into the chemistry of the subject, and 
explained the various constituents of the dif- 
ferent kinds of cattle feed, and spoke of the 
nitrogenous and the non-nitrogenous elements, 
giving in brief analysis of hay, grain, potatoes, 
turnips, &c., showing what part of these sub- 
stances are necessary in the animal economy in 
forming flesh, fat, muscle &c. [The results of 
many careful experiments made in Germany, 
show that in oat straw 49 
nitrogenous substances which are digestable, 
and in hay 60 per cent. of its nitrogenous sub- 
stances are digestible; so that in twepty 
pounds oi straw, or seventeen pounds of hay, 
there are about eight pounds of material di- 
gested—but from the hay there are three times 
as much of the nitrogenous elements or album- 
inoids digested as from the straw. In concen- 
trated food as rape cake, oil seed cake, &c., 
nearly all or, at least 90 per cent. is digest- 
able; while in crude feed as a general state- 
ment, not half is digested. It is therefore an 
important matter to huve a judicious admix- 
ture of these foods for the purpose of obtain- 
ing the best results. A good proportion would

on associated dairying in Maine, and chiefly in 
Waldo county. ‘Two years ago the first cheese 
factofy in Maine was started, and in 1873, 
over twenty were in operation in this State 
and another year will witness more than three 
score within our borders. This is one of the 
branches of farming thaf is going to save us; 
our farmers have been doing too much of every 
thing, and have not given that attention to 
8 branches that they should. Associated 
dairying, sheep husbandry and fruit culture, 
in locations where there are special advantages 
for these several pursuits, are respectively 
those branches of farming that are yet to bring 
up the agriculture of our State. In Waldo 
county during the past year, four cheese com- 
ies have been in operation, viz.: Union, 
onroe, Centre Montville and Searsmont 
Montville; and four others are now organized, 
buildings under contract and will be in opera- 
tion early in 1874, viz.: Brooks, Freedom, 
Elmdale (Montville) and Waldo. Mr. Brack- 
ett’s paper gave ina tabular form the details 
concerning these several factories and their 
operations, from which we present the folluw- 
ing sammary:—Whole number of pounds of 
cheese manufactured in 1873, 42,040, or over 
21 tons; average price obtained 154 cents me 
lb.; total value of cheese in market $6,616.30; 
average cost of manulacture 34 cents per lb.; 
average number of pounds of milk toa _ 
of cheese 9 6-10. The county of Waldo 
claims to be one of the foremost if not the 
ing county in Maine in this business. The 
Waldo Coanty Dairymen’s Association was 
organized Dec. 20th, 1873, with the following 
Officers: President, D. A. Wadlin, Northport; 
Secretary, G. E. Brackett, Belfast; Treasurer, 
Jason Hills, Lincolnville. During the present 
year this society will hold monthly meetings at 
the different factories in the county, and it is 
expected that much good will come from its 


The conclusion of the paper was devoted to 

a consideration of some of the relations of dai- 
rying te our general farming. It was argued 
that this branch of farming was calculated to 
restore our exhausted fields, and the fact was 
cited that farms had improved and the farmers 
had been growing richer in all sections of the 
country w the system of associated dairy- 
ing has been introduced.

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be four pounds of clover hay, twelve pounds 
oat straw and five pounds turnips—or instead 
of the turnips, half a pound of rape cake. 
Prof. Atwater gave a detailed account of the 
agricultural experiment stations in Germany 
which have been in operation for over twenty 
years, and at which, numeious and long con. 
tinued experiments in the feeding of cattle, 
use of fertilizers &c., have been carried on. 
The system of cattle feeding is there so closely 
reduced to a science, that one hundred and 
twenty-six different feeds for the vaTious kinds 
of domestic animals, have been figured out as 
the results of these experiments—such as feed 
for oxen at rest, for oxen at work, for cows in 
summer, for a transition feed from summer to 
winter, jor cows being fattened, for swine, 
horses &c. Among other general results stated 
was that it is not best to feed cattle ad libitum, 
as they will often eat more than is necessary; 
and that it is not generally advisable to cook 
or boil fodder except for pigs—with possibly 
an exception in favor of boiling potatoes. In 
Germany these results are so much relied up- 
on, that they are printed in a little hand-book 
and almost every farmer carries one in his 
ene valuable as they were he did not 

lieve they should be blindly followed. There 
is more general intelligence among our farmers 
than among German farmers, and ours are bet- 
ter qualified to use their owm judgment in 
these matters than are the average tarmers of 
that country. But’we need more of their sci- 
ence, and their devotion to ascertained results 
of scientific experiments. We need to imitate 
their experiment stations and he was glad to 
know that in Connecticut the Professors of the 
Sheffield School of Science and the Board of 
Agriculture had united for the purpose of put- 
ting in operation a plan of experiments similar 
to those being carried on in Germany. He 
hoped Maine would do the same. 


After the lecture of Prof. Atwater, Mr. 
Hall C. Burleigh of Fairfield, the noted breed- 
er of Herefords was called for. In a brief 
speech, he gave some practical advice and the 
results of his own experience in feeding, and 
his remarks met the approval of the entire 
audience. He believed in practice with theory, 
in this matter of feeding stock, and in all oth- 
er subjects pertaining to farming. His own 
interest in it had led him to examine carefull 
into more than one hundred published experi- 
ments cf feeding, but few of which he regard- 
ed as of any value. He believed in plenty of 
good hay for feeding, in science as well as prac- 
tice in farming, in brains as well as muscle. 
From his own trials he was satisfied 184 bush- 
els of corn or oat meal was equal to one ton of 
first quality hay, for feeding to farm stock. A 
pair of two year old steers which he once own- 
mee 144 inches in girth in six months by 
feeding them with good early eut hay, andtwo 
quarts per day of corn, barley and meal 
mixed in equal parts. 

Hon. Harris Lewis said the experiments re- 
ported by Pref. Atwater were very elaborate, 
and he feared we should under rate them—and 
yet, they were not of the slightest value to 
our farmers. It is true that science is founded 
on experiments—but these German experi- 
ments are worthless to us, because their crops, 
soil and climate are so different from our own.

He presumed he would have been feeding fod- 
der corn to this day if he had not found out 
that his cows knew more than he did.

Letter from Nova Scotia, 


Recerd of a Herd of Nova Scotia Cows, 

Having seen in the Faruer, the milk record 
of cows kept on the **Togus Farm,” I was led, 
for the e of comparison, to examine my 
milk account for the past year. 

The time extends from the first day of No- 
vember 1872, to the first of November 1873; 
besause, between the latter date and the end 
of the year, changes were made in the herd, 
which would have interfered with a true re- 
turn, had I commenced the aceount in Jan-

cows numbered 18. The produce for 
the year was 76.528 pounds, which, divided 
by 18, gives 4,251 pounds or 1,977 quarts as 
the average yield of each cow, allowing 2.15 
pounds to the quart. 

This average falls short of the average of 
the grade cows on the farm mentioned, by 
eighty-five quarts, exceeds that of the Jerseys 
by 163 quarts and is in excess of the general 
average of the grades and Jerseys by twenty- 
eight quarts. 

My herd consisted principally, of small Ayr- 
shire grades; having however two pure bred 
Ayrshires, and four half bred Alderneys. The 
Alderneys being calves of high grade Ayrshire 
cows. Six of the above were two and three 
— old heifers, that had their first calves in

Income from Dairy Stock. 

I send you a brief report of the discussion 
of the question, ‘‘What care and management 
are necessary to enable us to reap the test 
income from our dairy stock,’’ at North Farm 
ington, Thursday Feb. 12th. Mr. Holly 
——— the selectio® of good dairy stock is of 
the first importance, and this requires much 
care and good judgment. Would raise dairy 
stock in preference to buying it. If raised on 
the farm they are acquainted with the herd and 
are gentle and kigd, whereas if purchased they 
are frequently ill-treated by the other animals. 

pastures and clear water are absolutely 
necessary. If pastures do not iurnish sufficient 
feod at all times, commence at the first indica- 
tion of any falling off, and feed meal or other 
fodder. Cows should have the best hay and 
some meal or roots when wy come to the barn. 
Poor keeping is ruinous to the profits of dairy- 
ing. We must have warm barns; cows should 
be kept warm enough so they may never shiver 
with cold. We should study their physical 
structure and what food is test adapted to their 
different conditions and at different seasons. 

Mr. Corbett. Judicious selections will im- 
prove our stock very much. Pastures require 
more attention to secure agood growth of ieed. 
I would divide the pasture into several lots, 
this method gives a change and the cows do 
better. To obtain large profits the cows in 
winter must have all the food they will eat up 
clean, be well bedded and kept warm. ‘They 
should not be a!lowed to fall off in flesh in fail 
or early winter. Would feed poor fodder in 
mid winter. We experience a great loss in 
neglecting to cut our hay early. Early cut hay 
is much more profitable than later cut, there- 
fore would commence haying the last of June. 

Mr. Thompson. Would plant fodder corn or 
other feed to help out poor or short pastures. 
Feed should be sufficientiy good so they may fill 
themselves in @ short time and then rest. In 
cold weather would keep the stable tight and 
warm, as the weather grows warmer open tlie 
ventilators more. The young animal should be 
kept growing every day. If once it is stanted it 
will never outgrow itand make as good an anima! 
as it otherwise would. Regularity in feeding 
is one of the great essentials, would feed little 
and often but still keep them eating until their 
meal is done. Would feed meal and roots if 
necessary to keep animals in thriving conditivn. 

Mr. Soule. Wants to know whetber it is 
advisable to keep acow fat when with calf. He 
once had a cow very fat, she calved the last of 
June and died in a few days. 

Mr. Holly. Never had any trouble from 
cows being over fat, thinks in this case there 
was some other cause besides the fat condition 
of the cow. 

Maj. Adams. There is no danger of feed- 
ing any cow too high if she is a good milker. 
Such cows seldom become fat, but generally re- 
quire extra care and attention to keep them ia 
gooc condition. 

E.S. Bragg. Wants to know whether it 
pays to cook food for cows; bas had some expe- 
rience and cannot satisfy himself whether it 
pays or not. 

aj. Adams. Thinks it notadvisable to cook 
food, but good early cut hay is essential. The 
problem to be solved is to feed so as to keep 
up the flow of milk in late summer and fall 
atter the feed in the pastures commences tu de- 
teriorate. 

Mr. Philbrick. Farmers ought to be more 
interested in this matter. Cows are the best 
stock we keep and ought to have the first at- 
tengjon. Feeds only three times per day and 
uses more or less meal according to the condi- 
tion of the cow. June gives the greatest flow 
of milk, then we ought to give the cow extra 
feed to compensate for the decrease in the pas- 
ture and thus keep up the flowof milk. Cows 
should not be allowed to failoff in flesh during 
winter. Would feed good fodder in early win- 
ter and mix the poorer in later. Would not 
feed much grain or meal just previous to or 
just after calving as it may induce inflamma- 
tion and cause the death of the cow.

$34. ‘This was nearly all gathered in the 
month of June. The last of August | remov- 
ed nearly as much more from this same hive, 
a portion of which | sold to the same parties, 
and the balance at retail among my customers. 
This hive now (Jan. 24,) contains over 40 lbs. 
of honey, and a numerous and bealthy colony 
of bees. In this section the honey season is 
short and the honey yielding flowrs scarce in 
comparison to other sections, yet I am well 
satisfied with the results of bee-keeping, even 
here. Those having bees in box or other hives, 
which are néw of little or no profit, might at 
small cost, and very little trouble, transfer 
them to my style of hive-and obtain annually a 
good profit from them. There is no patent on 
my hive, and this is the only hive containing 
as much box room, of easy access to the bees 
and so arranged that the bees will work in all 
of them uniformly, and fill thirty boxes on this 
hive as quick as they will fill three as goneral- 
ly arranged. 

I have the Italian bee in its purity, and find 
them superior to the Natives in many respects. 
My stock of thie variety is superior to any I 
have ever seen, very bright colored and large 
size and show superior industry. Their beau- 
ty attracts the especial attention of all visitors 
to my apiary. I trust these few lines may call 
out the experience of others who are 
in bee keeping, as by an exchange of ideas and 
practical experience in the management of bees 
much good may follow.

For the Woman’s Department, 
Graham Gem-Cakes, 


Having been deeply interested in the woman’s 
department of your valuable peper, | thought I 
would furnish a few suggesti ns On making gra- 
ham gem-cakes, or butter biscuit. As the porosity 
is prodaced by the expansion of imprisoned air, 
there are no upwholesome gases generated by fer- 
mentation, aeration, or chemical action. Conse- 
quently they can be eaten warm, even by dyspep- 
uct, with impunity. A carefal hand aad experi- 
ence are essential for success. aang 

First, procure iron patty-pans. A good sigs is 
four inehes im length, and two and one halt in 
width; with about eightinaset, P.ace them in 
the oven before stirring the batte:i. Have them hot 
enough to #zzie before they are filled. It is not 

necessary to grease them every time, The grabam 
meal should be fresh. Use sqft water or mulk for 
mixine. They are nicer made of milk, or part milk; 
the colder, the better. Adda little sait and one 
well beaten egg to the milh—say three-fourths of a 
|pint. Then take one pint anda half of graham 
mea! in a handled dish and put it in eveniy—or use 
the hand,—meantime stirring rapidly. The air is 
imprisoned while the meal is being stirred in, and 
it does little good to stir it afterwards, The heat 
of the oven should be even, (baking quite as much 
at the top as atthe bottum); sumewhat greater 
than for fine flour bread wheu the cakes are put 12. 
The heat should not be increased while baking. 
The cakes should remain in the oven, ull they are 
alight brown on toy and onthe bowom. Ir the 
mixture is thin a hotter oven is required than if it 
is thick. And, also, hotter, if strred with water, 
than if milkis used. No precise rule uw given for 
the relative amount of milk and meai; but people 
generally do not stir them thick enough The mix- 
ture should not be thin enough to drip irom the 
spoon, or to settle fi.t when put into the patty- 
pans.

The Patent Right Monopoly. 

A bill has been introduced into Oongress, 
which, if it becomes a law, will make a rad- 
ical change in the patent laws of the Unit- 
ed States. It provides that any article which 
has been patented may be manufactured and 
sold by any person or corporation, by paying to 
the inventor or owner of the patent right a 
royalty of ten per cent. upon the value of the 
article manufactured. For the protection of 
the owner of the patent right, the bill provides 
that the manufacturer shall give bond in the 
sum of $100,000, to be filed in the patent of- 
fice at Washington, to properly account every 
six months for the royalty due and the payment 
of the same. The rightsof parties are defined 
and protected by other provisions in the bill, 
and the act is also made applicable to copy- 
rights. The measure was introduced by a wes- 
tern member who made a very able speech in 
ite support. In this speech are grouped to- 
gether many facts of general interest, showing 
the enermous profits that are realized by some 
of the owners of useful patent rights. Tye 
last census showed that there was invested in 
this country, in all classes of manufactures, the 
sum of $2,118,208,769. The annual cost of 
labor was $775,000,000, and the cost of mate- 
rials used was $2,500,000,000. The aggregate 
value of manufactures was $4,232,000,000, 
leaving a net profit to the manufacturer of forty 
per cent. upon the capital employed. 

The profit upon several kinds of business 
was given as follows: Tanning leather, 35 per 
cent.; manufacture of woolen goods 32; cotton 
goods 18; pig iron 20; patent medicines 118. 
India rubber goods are annually manufactured 
to the amount of $14.566.370, employing a 
capital of $7,486,600. There is paid out for 
wages $2,554,877, and for material $7,434,- 
792, yielding a net profit to the manufacturer 
of nearly 60 per cent. These goods could be 
sold at two-thirds of the present prices and 
still yield # remunerative profit to the manu- 
facturer. The sewing machine which has now 
become a necessity in almost every household 
in the country, pays a profit to the manufac- 
turer of sixty-seven per cent. In one year and 
a half the capital invested in the manufacture 
of sewing machines, pays for all the labor and 
material used and also for the capital itself. 
The more common class of machines for which 
the wife of the farmer and mechanic is made to 
pay $65, pays a net profit to the manufacturer 
of $29. Where it is sold on time and interest 
is paid, the machine costs the buyer more than 
double what it cost the manufacturer to pro- 
duee it. And these enormous profits often 
come out of poor women who are obliged to 
teil by the midnight lamp to pay them. The 
net profits of the business of manufacturing 
sewing machines in this country in 1871 was 
$14,683,833. 

The manufacturers of agricultural imple- 
ments in 1870 employed a capital of $34,834,- 
600, and purchased material amounting to 
$21,500,00. They paid out to their help $12.- 
000,000 and realized a profit of 55 per cent. on 
the year’s work. Nearly every implement 
which the farmer requires in his business is 
covered by a patent right, and in order to ob- 
tain it he must pay these enormous profits. It 
is really but little better than swindling. 

It is not probable that farming, take one year 
with another, pays more than five or six per 
cent. on the capital invested, and often much 
less, a sum very disproportionate to that which 
the farmer is obliged to pay to monopolies for 
nearly every implement which he uses in doing 
his farm work. 

If these profits were realized by inventors 
themselves, the extortion would not seem so 
great, but this has been the case in only a very 
few imstances. Inventors generally die poor 
and their services are rarely appreciated in 
their day and generation. Pinched by poverty, 
the inventor is often obliged to part with his 
valuable patent right for a mere bagatelle and 
the proceeds of his brain-work go to enrich 
others. The person who invented the copper 
toed boot sold his invention for $100, and when 
the patent expired, the same parties readily 
gave him $60,000 for the privilege of having it 
renewed. 

It is true that it is better for farmers to pur- 
chase and use improved farming implements 
even at the present extortionate prices, than to 
farm it the old way, and the same is true of all 
labor saving machines. The sewing machine 
at doigble its present price would be a labor and 
money saving machine, when compared with the 
old method of stitching by hand, but if it could 
be purchased at a fair price it would be much 
more satisfactory, and could be afforded by 
many outof whose reach it nowis. While we 
would deplore any action by Congress which 
would havea tendency to discourage invention, 
we think some measures should be taken to 
protect the consumer from the unjust demands 
of those who own the patent rights of useful 
and necessary articles. 

On Tuesday several additional witnesses 
were examined, but no important evidence to 
sustain the charges of mismanagement was 
brought out. We have no means of knowing 
the character of the testimony yet to be given, 
but up to this time the case seems to be decid- 
edly thin. =

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Maine Srarz Prison. The joint standing 
committee on the Stute Prison have submitted 
their report. The committee say that as it 
seems to be the settled policy of the State to 
carry on the industries of the prison in its own 
behalf, they have but little to say in regard to 
the matter, except to heartily commend the 
present mode of procedure. To revert to the 
contract system would in their judgment be 
disastrous to the interests of the State and ob- 
structive to the reformation of the convicts. 

The committee, in referring to the punish- 
ment of refractory prisoners as now practiced 
by solitary confinement, advise that the refrac- 
tory convict be visited while in punishment by 
the prison physician as often as once in every 
twelve hours, and that the physician whenever 
he deems that the mental or physical condition 
of the prisoner demands it shall request his 
withdrawal from punishment. They further 
advise that a book be kept, in which a record 
of all punishments shall be made, giving the 
name and age of the prisoner ordered there, 
the reason for the same, the kind ard length 
ot the same, and other such general descrip- 
tion of the case as may be necessary, and that 
this book be kept open to the inspection of the 
board of Inspectors, and the governor and 
council. They also recommend that corporal 
punishment be entirely prohibited by law. 

The committee report in terms of commend- 
ation the internal administration of prison af- 
fairs. The appearance of the prisoners speaks 
in stronger terms than the Committee can of 
the care and humanity of the Warden, whose 
labors are perplexing and incessant, for we 
must recollect that he not only discharges the 

responsible duties of a warden, but has also 
the large manufacturing interest, amounting 
to between one and two hundred thousand@lol- 
lars per annum, to care for and superintend. 

The committee report a resolve calling for 
an appropriation of $12,000 for the erection 
of a fire proof building in the prison yards for 
a carriage shop, for building a reservoir, and 
for repairing the buildings and prison wall; 
also an appropriation of $5,000 toward replac- 
ing the loss occasioned by the fire. 
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a Three persons were killed in this State 
last week, by being run over by the cars, and 
in each case it appears to have been the results 
of their own carelessness. Mr. Myrick Emer- 
son of Stroudwater, who was killed at Wood- 
ford’s was 75 years ofage. He was the father 
of Mr. E. R. Emerson who isa civil engineer 
on the Maine Central road. Mr. R. Wheeler 
was killed near Leeds, by the Farmington train 
and Mr. Silver was run over and killed in the 
vicinity of Bangor. Persons cannot exercise 
too much caution in crossing the track ahead 
of moving trains. Better to wait afew mo- 
ments for the train to pass them, than to incur 
the risk of being run over.

Er At the examination into the affairs of the 
State Prison, which commenced Tuesday after- 
noon, the first witness called was Mr. Kalloch, 
member of th» House from Thomaston. He 
said his knowledge of the management of the 
prison was based upon current reports. His 
remarks in the House were based upon the an- 
nual reports of the officers of the prison, and 
figures obtained from official sources.- He said 
he was not to be held answerable for remarks 
made upon the floor of the House. Dr. Charles 
T. Chase, phygicien to the prison from 1863 to 
1873, was thenext witness. He had no personal 
knowledge of the financial affairs of the prison. 
He said he had never been consulted with re- 
gard to punishment of convicts, and he thought 
the system objectionable. In 1870 Wm. Me- 
Norton was taken out of a dungeon, and died 
in a few days ot inflammation of the brain; in- 
carceration in the dungeon was the exciting 
cause. There was suffering from cold in these 
dungeons, and he had complained of it to the 
Deputy Warden. He knew of no impreper 
conduct on the part of officials, and had never 
observed any abuse of prioners. He admitted 
that he had written two articles for the Rock- 
land Free Press, basing them on information 
obtained from public documents. 

Charles G. Chase, overseer in the boot and 
shoe department, testified that the treatment of 
convicts he thought to be uniformly kind. The 
only farlt he found with the Warden, he some- 
times thought him too lenient. He was never 
instructed by the Warden to cut under on the 
price of work. He had a fixed salary of $1000 
per annum. 
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Arrorney Gsyzrat's Report. Attorney 
General Plaisted’s report for the year ending 
October 31, 1873, is printed. During the 
year six capital cases were tried, in two of 
which, Wagner and Gordon, verdicts of guilty 
of murder in the first degree were obtained. 
In the case of E. W. Reed, tried at Bangor, 
the jury failed to agree. Adelbert Dawes of 
Madison, the boy murderer, was sent to the 
reform school. Lucy A: Mank, charged with 
the murder of Dr. Baker, was acquitted, as 
was Hannah Littlefield in York county, charged 
with infanticide. In a large number of liquor 
cases carried up te the Law Court, judgments 
were obtained for the State. 
The Attorney General recommends that the 
law regulating challenges be so amended as to 
give the State the same number of challenges 
as the accused. He also recommends that the 
law authorizing two justices of the peace to 
admit accused farties to bail be repealed. The 
attention of the Legislature is also called to 
the embarrassment arising from the impossi- 
bility to obtain important witnesses living in an- 
other State, and suggests mutual legislative 
action on this subjeet be obtained in our own 
and-neighboring States. 
The sentences for the year 1873 were as fol- 
lows: State Prison 24; to be hung 1; county 


jail 66; Reform School 5; fines 155. The num- 


ber sent to the State Prison is the smallest for 
ten years at least. The fines collected in 1873 
aggregate $13,212.66, of which $7,238.73 
were by the Superior Court for Cumberland 
county. The aggregate of fines collected in 
1872 was $7,606.64. 
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Ga Saturday evening at Auburn, Willie 
Voyer a lad but thirteen years of age stabbed 
James Campbell aged seventeen, inflicting a 
serious wound. The affray occurred on Ash 
street between the Tremont House and Oook’s 
drug store.

Modifications of the militia law are recom- 
mended, reducing the minimum of enlisted 
men per company from 82 to 60 and a reduc- 
tion of the present maximum, which is 98.

Maine Legislature. 


The Legislature hating come to the conclu- 
sion that an adjournment cannot be reached 
before the last of next week, have held but 
one session a day and business has progressed 
very quietly. The committee to investigate 
the affairs of the State Prison commenced their 
labors in the Representative’s Hall, Tuesday 
afternoon and will continue every afternoon 
until the business is completed. It is hoped 
to get through this week. Warden Rice has 
been in attendance and quite a number of 
witnesses have been summoned. Much inter- 
est is felt in the examination as is evinced by 
the large number in attendance. 

Thursday in the Senate the report of the 
Attorney General was received and distributed. 
Mr. Martin reported a bill for the incerpora- 
tion of the Isle au Haat. A resolve was read 
and assigned authorizing the Governor to ap- 
point a Board of Directors on Centennial Ex- 
hibition. A bill was introduced to set. off 
territory from the North Kennebec Agricul- 
tural Society and annex the same to the Ken- 
nebec Society. The bill repealing the bounty 
on bears, wolves &c., was passed to be enacted; 
also the following: 

An act to amend sec. 9, of chap. 83 of the 
revised statutes, concerning writs issued by 
trial justices and police and manicipal courts; 
to legalize the doings of school district No. 4 
in the town of Burnham; to incorporate the 
Williston Church of Portland. 

In the House, bill an act to protect sheep 
husbandry trom destruction by dogs, was tak- 
en up, the question being upon receding from 
the vote indefinitely postponing the same, and 
concurring with the Senate, in giving the bill 
a passage. The House voted to adhere to its 
former vote. 

A large number of acts and fesolves of a 
private character were advanced one stage. 

In the Senate Friday, an act to establish a 
State Industrial School for Girls came from the 
House, that branch refusing to give it a pas- 
sage. The further consideration of the bill 
was assigned to Tuesday. Bill to abolish the 
death.penalty was introduced and under a sus- 
pension of the rules, was read twice and passed 
to be engrossed.
